T h e H ig h P r ic e s o f F o o d.—A respected 
correspondent inquires as to what causes the 
high prices of provisions, which, as he says, now* 
occasion a great deal of suffering among those 
who work for their living iii this city and other 
large towns, and who would be glad to have 
that living such as every honest and industrious 
laborer is fairly entitled to. 
Our correspondent 
inquires whether the present high prices arc not 
owing to the fact that speculators bought up nil 
the provisions last fall and winter? Very likely 
they did this—but so it will be every fall and 
winter, and we see no reason why men should 
not gamble with flour, or potatoes, or butter, for 
stak s as well as fancy stocks in Wallet. 
The 
law of demand and supply must rule the prices 
of food as well as of other things. 
If more pro­ 
vision^ were produced, the prices would be less, 
and then: would be more difficulty in buying up 
and controlling the market. 
We have too ma­ 
ny consumers for the producers, and we hope 
the difficulty of getting food will drive some 
thousands of them to the country to cultivate 
the millions of waste, rich acres, and grow their 
own provisions, and then they will have no oc­ 
casion to grumble at high prices. 
Oui* correspondent further inquires if the 
banks «lo not aid and encourage these provision 
speculators by loans upon long time ? 
That is 
possible enough; but on the other hand, do not 
farmers encourage the banks by putting their 
money in their stocks instead of puttiug it in 
improvements on their farms so as to make 
more produce at less prices and better profits 
than they do now ? 
What if all the farm pro 
duce v c eat were grown by the use bf tile hoe 
alone, as many crops are in 'South Carolina and 
the lower part of Georgia? 
Would ft not be 
even higher than it now is, with all the aid of 
banks md speculators prices? 
And are not 
northern fanners generally, taking into view 
their superior opportunities, just as far behind 
the times in their modes of producing crops as 
the southern negro with his hoe ? Why, if all 
the cultivated land in the United States were 
plowed on an average twelve inches deep instead 
of three inches or less as it is now, the produce 
of the country would be more than doubled 
without adding ten per cent. to the cost ? 
And 
in that ca^e, it is not too much to say that spec­ 
ulators would find better employment for their 
own, or their borrowed capital, than in buying 
up crops of grain, fruit, butter, cheese or meal, 
to peddle out to the poor unfortunates who work 
and starve in cities. 
The evil complained of Is not in the banks 
which furnish the money. 
It is much more the 
fault of the farmer who withdraws his capital to 
invest in bank stock or on bomi and mortgage, 
and perhaps takes his own and his son’s labor

from the field to engage in trade or in the very 
speculation that our correspondent complains 
of. 
This consideration leads us to the remedy 
for this great evil suffered by all the woi king- 
class of towns and cities; grinding them down 
to a bare subsistence anil weighing like ail incu­ 
bus on their hope for the future. 
All their ef­ 
forts to increase their wages do no good—they 
live no better now than they did when they 
worked for just one-lialf what they get now; anil 
thousands are in the same condition and do not 
know how’ to rid themselves of this curse of con­ 
stant toil for a mere subsistence—for slave’s wa­ 
ges. 
For the difficulty we repeat the old pre­ 
scription. 
Quit the city. 
Go to tilling the soil 
Be producers of food instead of consumers. Do 
not liecomo like nine-tenths of the farmers in 
this country, mere land-drones; sometimes dogs 
in the manger, that got possession of land which 
they will neither cultivate themselves nor let 
anybody else cultivate, 
lf you are too poor to 
buy land, you are not too poor to vote for men 
w ho w ill pass the homestead bill, and open the 
Great West to the hands of all who w ill give 
their labor to its soil and build homes on its rich 
prairies and swelling bluffs. 
You can vote too, 
for men who w ill shut up the hundreds of thou­ 
sands of pauper manufactories in the country, 
which tax you twice as much as all the banks 
mid speculators and high prices put together.— 
It is crime, and not speculation, that robs you 
and keeps you poor. 
It is for you to w ork out 
the great change that will bring yon a proper re­ 
ward tor your labor, by your hands and your 
rotes. 
But don’t vote like a slave to your par­ 
ty any longer, and then you will not cry out 
against speculation nor think that bank loans 
aro the cause of the high prices of provisions.— 
X . V. Tribune. 


Is i t p a i n f u l t o d ie ?—According to my ob­ 
servations the mere act of dying is seldom, in 
any sense of the word, a very painful process. 
It is true that some poi sons die in a state of 
bodily torture as in cases of tetanus; that the 
drunkard, dying of delirium tremens, is haunted 
by terrific visions; and that the victims of that 
most horrible of all diseases, hydrophobia, in 
addition to those peculiar bodily sufferings from 
which the disease has derived its name, may be 
in a state of terror from the supposed presence 
of frightful objects, which are presented to him 
as realities, sven to the last. 
But these, and 
some other instances w hich I might adduce, are 
exceptions to the general rule—which Is, that 
both mental and bodily suite: mg terminate long 
before the scone is finally closed. 
Then, a-; to 
the actual fear of death, it seems to mc that the 
author of our existence, for the most part, gives 
it to us when it is intended that we should live, 
and takes it from us when It is intended that we 
should die. 
Those who have la .1 long tor­ 
mented by bodily pain are generally as anxious 
to die as they ever we ie to live. 
So it is often 
with those w hose life has been protracted to an 
extreme old age, beyond the usual period of 
mortality, even when they labor under no actual 
disease.— Psychological Inquiries.

For a long time past, the great and absorbing 
interest in the minds of the citizens of this place 
has been railroads ; and it may well be ques­ 
tioned whether there are not other interests, 
really of equal importance, which have been 
too much lost sight of, too much superceded by 
this one. 
No better natural advantages for a 
large mechanical add manufacturing business 
cml be found anywhere than at this place. 
We 
have several manufacturing establishments, and 
number of mechanics and machinists, that are 
doing a fine business, but our natural facilities 
eau by no means be said to be developed. 
The 
hydraulic power of Rock river has scarcely be 
gun to lie occupied. 
For a mile or two, or 
three, within the limits of this city, its banks 
might be lined with mills and factories, and yet 
this power lie unexhausted. 
We are yet im­ 
porting a thousand articles of domestic and agri­ 
cultural use which ought to be manufacturec 
here, sending money abroad to pay for them 
which ought to be used hero in making us more 
independent of foreign manufactures. 
Who 
thinks railroads would not find their way to us 
without many extra inducements, if this power 
was more fully occupied and these articles more 
extensively manufactured ? 
Then there are our schools. 
Have we any 
reason to be over proud of the exertions we 
have put forth in this direction ? 
It is true w’e 
have had and have now, some excellent schools. 
But they have thus far been sustained by the 
perseverance of teachers, aided and encouarged 
by only a few individuals, iii spite of the dis­ 
heartening apathy of a majority of our citizens 
upon this subject. 
Our school houses are too 
small aud too few to accommodate the great 
number of pupils registered upon the school 
list. 
We have an excellent superintendent and 
enjoy a most munificent public fund to support 
schools, yet a want of proper interest and har­ 
mony of feeling and action upon the subject* 
by our citizens, deprives us of the advantage# 
w e ought to reap from the services of the one 
and the use of the other. 
We have no com­ 
parisons to make with other towns, but when 
we are asked “ what are the educational advan" 
tages of your city,” candor and truth impel us 
to answer, 44 not what they should be.” 
Is this 
state of things necessary ? By no means. 
Let 
us turn our attention to this truly important 
subject at once. 
It is of vast consequence to 
us. 
It is an investment of effort that w ill pay 
—and as for means, we are expending enough 
every year, if it were done under a proper sys­ 
tem, to endow and support the best of schools 
aud plenty of them. 
How much longer shall 
these menus be misapplied through want of sys­ 
tem and concert of action. 
We trust not Ions.

Nobody can find fault as a general thing, with 
the manner in w hich our hotels are kept. 
Their 
character stands well in comparison with any 
others. 
But though well provided with room 
and accommodations, how inadequate have they 
been to meet the rush of travel that has cen­ 
tered here this season.

was seen of him was on Tuesday morning, the 
4th of July, at his residence in Twenty-second 
street, when his brother-in-law, Mr. Bowdoin, 
left him. 
He has been heard of since at Sara­ 
toga, in the cars bound for Burlington, Vermont, 
there he doubtless designed to take the steamer 
for Canada. 
At the board of Brothers to-day, 
it was announced that he was in Canada. 
The 
day before he left, on the 3d of July, he anc 
his brother executed an assignment of all the 
property belonging to the firm, as well as his 
individual property, to Messrs. Bowdoin & Bar- 
low, attorneys at number GS Merchant’s Ex­ 
change. 
The assignment, we have been informed by 
Mr. Bowdoin, is made for the berefit of all the 
creditors without preference, and the assignees 
have taken possesion of the property, and Will 
as soon as possible make a public report on the 
condition of the estate, its liabilities and as­ 
sets. 
George. L. Schuyler has not seen his brother 
since Monday, aud says 44 lie never expects to 
see him again.” 
He says, also, that he is not 
aware of the firm being benefitted in any way 
by the large sums arising out of the hypotheca­ 
tion of the spurious stock. 
In consequence of the assignment of all his 
property, George L. Schuyler has resigned the 
presidency of the Harlem Railroad company; is 
consequence of which the directors of which 
have been called together, and are now in ses­ 
sion at Nelson Robinson’s office in Wall street. 
They intend, we learn, for general satisfaction, 
though no suspicion attaches to any misdoings 
in the Harlem company, in which Robert Schuy­ 
ler has had no power for the past year, to make 
a thorough examination into its affairs, aud to 
report the result 
Oue of the many incidents publicly mention­ 
ed in connection with this gigantic fraudis that 
Cornelius Vanderbilt had an interview with 
Robert Schuyler subsequently to the announce­ 
ment of the failure—offered him at once a check 
for $150,000, and tendered further assistance 
to the extent of even three millions, if necessary, 
and would carry the New’ Haven and Harlem 
stocks at par, if Robert Schuyler would only 
assure him that 44 all was right.” To this Rob­ 
ert Schuylei made no other reply than shaking 
his head. 
No such a durance could be given. 
The enormity of this crime, committed bv an 
old member of one of the most aristocratic fam­ 
ilies, and the grandson of Gvn’l Schuyler of the 
revolution, has produced a shock in financial 
circles from which the country will not soon re­ 
cover. 
As a matter of course, since the discovery of 
this great fraud, everything pertaining to the 
past history of Robert Schuyler is seized upon 
with great avidity. 
The matter of his secret 
marriage is much discussed. 
This was unknown 
to a majority of people until since the failure.— 
Mr. Schuyler had been living as a bachelor, and 
was supposed to be a bachelor until a few months 
since, it was discovered that he had been pri­ 
vately married many years previous, and had a 
family of children, one or two of whom had 
grown up and got married. 
They had gone un­ 
der the name Spicer. 
Mr. Schuyler’s explana­ 
tion was that he saw a pretty girl with whom 
he fell in love; she was poor and he knew his 
family would object to the match; so he mar­ 
ried her privately, and had never divulged the 
secret. 
The amount of New York and New Haven 
railroad stock illegally issued by Robert Schuy­ 
ler is reported by a committee of the directors at 
about 20,000 shares, of a cash value o f two mil­ 
lions o f dollars. 
He is also said to have applied 
to his own use $300,000 received from the sale 
of the bonds of tile Harlem railroad. The exact 
extent to which he has involved the western roads 
with which the firm of Schuyler & Co. was con­ 
nected cannot yet be told.

ed; above all, Connecticut has spoken in a loud 
and indignant tone against the perpetration of 
the Nebraska iniquity.

representatives on Friday, by a vote of 68 to 99.

A S ignificant Movement.—The call for an 
anti-Nebraska state convention in New York, 
noticed yesterday, is one of the most significant 
movements of the day. 
It is issued over the 
names of such men as Moses H. Grinnell, A. C. 
Flagg, W. C. Bryant, Minthom Tompkins, John 
A. and Charles King, Joseph and G. W. Blunt, 
David Lord, H. Ward Beecher, and others 
equally well known, who have been prominent 
for years in the different parties existing in the 
country. 
It is also endorsed by leading mein* 
hers of all the old political organisations. 
The objects avowed in the call are : 
For the protection of the free states from 
southern aggression and northern treachery; 
For the recovery of the rights of the free 
states as un integral part of the Union; and 
For the rescue of the general government from 
the control of the slave power. 
As a means of accomplishing these objects, 
the following topics are suggested for the con­ 
sideration of the convention: 
First, Toe propriety of convening a congress 
of delegates from all the free states and territo­ 
ries, and from such portions of the slave states 
as sympathize with the objects proposed for con­ 
sideration in the’general call of this convention. 
Second. The necessity of thorough prepara­ 
tion for the fall elections, that none may be sent 
to the congress of the United States, except 
those who can be relied on for a finn and un­ 
flinching opposition to the designs and enreach 
ments of the slave representation. 
Third. The best method of permanently re­ 
stricting the institution of slavery to the limits 
prescribed by the Missouri compromise, and the 
absolute and complete release of the people of 
the free states from any participation in or re­ 
sponsibility for its longer existence. 


This call contemplates a thorough f usion of 
parties for a specific purpose, and has the sane 
tion of names that will give it significance and 
importance throughout the Union- It is not 
liable to the objection and little subject to the 
hazards of a mere coalition of two or more par­ 
ties in the minority against a dominant party; 
but involves, if successful,—and the auspices 
and circumstances under which it is ushered in 
to being seemsjan absolute warrantee of success, 
—a subversion of all old organisations, and the 
i-e-construction of portions at least of each in 


T he R epulsf. at 8 ilistria.—The Journal de 
Constantinople giv#s the following account of 
an attack made by the Russians on the south­ 
west outworks of Silistria, and their disastrous 
defeat.

Three stormjhg corps of 10,000 men each, 
formed with aba ti alien of engineer sappers, with 
fascines and araling ladders, at their head.

of the eorps proceeded toward the fort of Arab 
Tabinntul YelanH; the third corps was to act 
as a reserve. 
After a terrific cannonade the storming parties 
advanced, but were received bv the Turks with 
such a well directed fire that for a time they 
Made but little progress. 
The Russians, how- 
ever, (bught bravely, and having managed to 
scale the breastwork of one of the batteries, a 
regular hand-to-hand fight took place. 
At last 
the Turks were victorious, and the unfortunate 
besiegers were knocked into the ditches with 
the butt-ends of the Turkish muskets. 
The 
Russians had evidently last courage, and when 
they returned to the attack, it was W y because 
they were forced to do so by tile officers. 
When there was literally no more fight in the 
mon, a retreat was sounded, and the Russians 
carried od* as many of their dead aud wounded 
as they could. 
The Turks, after their enemies 
had retired, picked up 1,500 dead bodies, a 
great number of guns, swords, drums, musical 
Instruments, and the colors of a battalion. 
General Danncnburgh has succeeded to the 
chief command of the Russians forces of the 
Danube, in consequence of the wounds leceived 
by the general iii command. 
General Lucers had his ja w carried away by 
a cannon ball. 


W heat in the G enesee Country.— Tile Ro­ 
chester American speaks somewhat desponding­ 
ly of the w’hcat crop in the Genesee country, 
having learned 44 from an intelligent gentleman 
who has just passed through Ontario, Livings­ 
ton and a part of Monroe counties, that all late 
sown wheat looks very badly and will not yield 
over some ten bushels to tile acre.

correspondent inquires as to what causes the 
high prices of provisions, which, as he saySj now. 
occasion a great deal of suffering among those 
who work for their living in this city and othiir 
large towns, and who 
wov." - 
1 be glad to have 


that living such as every him. '. and industrious 
I:ibo;-cr"i3 fairly entitled to. 
Our correspondent 


inquires whether the present high prices are not 
owing to the fact that speculators bought up nil 
the provisions last fall. and winter? Very likely 
they did this — but so it will be every i'all and 
winter, and -we see :io reason why men should 
not gamble with flour, or potatoes, or butter, lor 
stak s as well as fancy stocks in Wall-st. The 
law of demand and supply must rule the prices 
of food as well as of other things. If more pro- 
visions were produced, the prices would 'oe less, 
and there would be more diflicnUy in buying up 
and controlling the market. We have too ma- 
ny consumers for the produce!1?, and we hope 
the difficulty of getting food will drive some 
thousands of them to the country to cultivate 
the millions of waslp, rich acres, and grow their 
own provisions, and then they will have no oc- 
casion to grumble at high prices. 


Our correspondent further inquires if the 


luniks <lo not aid and encourage these provision 
speculator by loans upon long time V That is 
possible enough; but on the other hand, do not 
farmers encourage tho banks by putting their 
money in their stocks .instead of putting it in 
improvements on their limns so as to make 
more produce at less prices and better profits 
than they do now '! What if all the farm pro- 
duce we eat were grown by tho use of life hoe 
alone, as many crops nre in "South Carolina and 
the lower part of Georgia? 
Would ft not be 


even higher than it now if, with all the aid of 
banks and speculator's prices? And are not 
northern funnel's generally,, taking* into view 
their superior opportunities, just as fur behind 
the times ir. their modes of .producing crops as 
the southern negro with his hoc? Why, if ail 
the cultivated land in the United States were 
plowed on an average twelve inches deep instead 
of three inches or less 'as it is- now, the produce 
of the country would bo more than doubled 
without adding ten per cent, to the cost ? And 
in that case, it is not too much to say that spec- 
ulators would find better employment for their 
own, or their borrowed capital, than in buying 
up crops of grain, fruit, butter, cheese or meal, 
to peddle out to the poor unfurtunates.who woi 
and starve in cities. 


The evil complained of is not i:i the bunks 


which furnish the money. 
It is much more the 


fault of the farmer who withdraws his capital to 
invest in bank stock or on bond and mortgage, 
and.perhaps takes his own and his son's labor 
from the field to engage in trade or in the very 
speculation that our correspondent complains 
of. This consideration leads us to the remedy 
ftw this great evil suffered by all the working- 
class of towns and cities ; grinding them down 
to a bare subsistence and weighing like an incu- 
bus- on their hop-3 for the' future. 
All their ef- 


forts to increase their wages do no good — the) 
live no better now than they did when they 
worked for just one-half wliat they get now ; and 
thousands are in the same condition and do not 
know how to rid themselves of this curse of con- 
stant toil for a mere subsistence — for slave's wa- 
ges. 
For the difficulty we repeat the old prc-

Quit the city. 
Go to tilling the soil. 


Be producers-of food instead of consumer. Bi> 
not become like nine-tenths of the farmers in 
this country, mere land-drones ; sometimes dogs 
in the manger, that get po.t?es.Jion of land which 
they will neither cultivate themselves nor let 
anybody else cultivate. 
If you are too poor to 


V>uy land, you are not too poor to vote for men 
who will piiss the homestead bill, and open the 
Great West to the hands of all who will . give 
their labor to its soil and build homes on its rich.

for men who will shut up the hundreds of thou- 
sands of pauper manuli.ctories in the country,

As a matter of course, since the discovery of 


this great fraud, everything pertaining to the 
past history of Robert Schuyler is sewed upon 
with great avidity. The matter of his secret 
marriage is much discussed. 
This was unknown 


to a majority of people until since the failure.— 
Mr. Schuyler had been living as a bachelor, and 
was supposed to be a bachelor until a few months 
since, '.t was discovered that he had been pri- 
vately married many years previous, and had a 
family of children, one or two of whom had 
grown up and got married. They had gone un- 
der the name Spiccr. Mr. Schuyler's explana- 
tion was that he saw a pretty girl with whom 
he full in love; she was poor and he knew his 
family would object to the match; so he mar- 
ried her privately, anil had never divulged the 
secret.

Second. The necessity of thorough prepara- 


tion for the fall elections, that none may be sent 
to the congress of the United States, except 
those who can be relied on fora firm and un- 
flinching opposition to thr designs ondenroach- 
ments of the slave representation. 


Third. The best method of permanently re- 


stricting the institution of slavery to the limits 
prescribed by the Missouri compromise, and the

west outworks of/Silistrin, and their disastrous 
defeat.

Three stormjig corps of 10,000 men each,

W e s t e r n S c c n t d r y . 


No one who has any sense of the grand and 
tho beautiful, can view the scener y of the west 
without emotion. Everything is oil a scale so 
magnificent, that the mind is almost over­ 
whelmed in astonishment, and man feels his in­ 
significance. Take one of the vast pi abies in 
Illinois, for instance. Take your seat in a rail- 
lOad car,, and you will soon find yourself moving 
as with the wings of the wind across one cd 
these level plains, where there is not a tree or a 
shrub to intercept the vision, but one vast ex­ 
tension, one boundless region of space, where 
the eye is lost, as it were, in vacuity: and 
where the horizon shuts down upon the plain, 
and the sun in his coming appears to emerge 
directly from the earth, aud in his going down, 
to sink into that vast abyss of extension, w hich 
limits the distant wrest. On these vast prair ies, 
levelled and spread out by the forming hand of 
Him, 44 who causeth the grass to grow for cattle, 
and herbs for the service of man, you will fre­ 
quently see herds of cattle grazing at a distance 
of a mile or twp from each other, as far as the 
eve can reach, apparently diminishing in size 
from their distance, until the animals dwindle 
into pigmies, and at last into mere specks upon 
the blue of this ocean plain. 
After traveling for an hour or two over these 
placid oceans of land, you are brought by the 
chariot of fire into a rolling country, presenting 
to the eye a smfacc like that of the ocean, 
when the winds have disturbed its tranquil bo­ 
som, and its proud waves arc swelling in sol­ 
emn grandeur. These rolling prairies are fre­ 
quently studded with glades of wood, generally 
called 44 oak openings, which contribute great­ 
ly to the beauty of the scene. Every one who 
has been bom and brought up in New England, 
wflf be filled with a sort of amazement as he 
gazes for the first time upon these boundless 
fields. Such visions, for they hardly seem to 
lie realities, serve to expand our view s, liberal­ 
ize our feelings, and turn our thoughts in sol­ 
emn meditation to him who laid th. foundations 
< f the earth, and spread out its plains on a 
«cale so grand and magnificent. And w hen on the 
other hand, we look upon the great lakes, those 
beautiful inland seas, whitened by the sails ol

But the scenery which combines the sublime 
ami beautiful the most perfectly, is found on 
the banks of the great rivers of the west. Tin 
upper Mississippi presents to the eye oi the 
traveler a scene of unsurpassed beauty, spread 
out on nature’s broadest, grandest scale. The 
majestic river, from one to three miles in width, 
flowing in placid serenity, for hundreds of miles, 
without any perceptible variation of its size, is 
of itself no ordinary spectacle. 
But when 
it is viewed iii connection with the numerous 
small islands found within its banks, and the 
vast fields and towering cliffs, which spread out 
in gentle beauty from its shores, or look down 
in awful majesty npon its watery bed, it presents 
to the beholder a scene indescribably grand 
and picturesque. 
On some parts of the river the 
beautiful preponderates over the grand, and 
though it melts into the gentle never degenerates 
into the tame ; wrhile in other portions the bold 
lises into grandeur, till it approaches the borders 
of the terrific, when it softens into beauty, and 
fills the bosom w ith emotions of the sublime, 
chastened by tile elegant, and subdued by th 
lovely. 
It is impossible for us to portray the 
grandeur of this scenery, or to give a just con­ 
ception of the combined beauty and majesty 
which the banks of this noble river for sever al 
hundred miles present. 
Geometry may calculate the height of the 
cliffs, geology may speculate upon the age and 
character of the strata, and mineralogy may tel' 
of the qualities of the materials found within 
their bosom, but no science can reveal, no art 
can paint the bold and the gentle, the sublime 
and the beautiful, which are here spread out in 
all their variety, and which b len d Lu su ch per­ 
fect harmony, that, 


44 As they still succeed they ravish still.” 
Were we resolved to impress the reader with 
the most lively image of this enchanting scenery, 
we would place him in a boat anchored in the 
Mississippi, at a point where the river runs near 
the base of these towering bluffs. 
Facing the 
shore, you w'ould behold a little to the 1 ight, a 
bold bluff* elevated 4 or 500 feet above the bed 
of the river, whose summit is about the same 
distance laterally from the shore. The upper 
portion being of stratified lime stone, cut verti­ 
cally as well as horizontally by seams, the front 
bas fallen by disintegration, so as to present a 
perpendicular wall of some 50 or IOO feet, giv- 
liir# th' tlifoKf • wnr/vdAtifntinn of an old castle, 


and lighting up a smile about the trunks of the 
trees, w hile their rich and heavy foliage is weav­ 
ing in the bleeze above, you have one of the 
most enchanting views that nature in her mu­ 
nificence can yield,—a view whose beauties de­ 
fy tile art of the poet or the painter. 
This with but little variation is a faint repre­ 
sentation of the scenery for more than a hun­ 
dred miles. It has all the appearance of culti­ 
vation, when in fact there is no inhabitant in the 
region.—'Boston Atlas,

WHEAT IN THE GEXKSEE COUNTRY.—The Ro- 


chester American spoaks somewhat desponding- 
Iv of the wheat crop in the Genesee country, 
having learned "from an intelligent gentleman 
who has just passed through Ontario, Livings- 
ton and a part of Monroe counties, that all iate 
sown wheat looks very badly and will not yield 
over some ten bushels to the acre. 
This par- 


tial failure is ascribed to winter-killing and the 
severe weather that occurred in the last- half of 
the month of March. 
The wheat fly, called 
" weevil" is at work ; and has alarmed many far- 
mers. 
This insect is a new enemy in the valley

parties for a specific purpose, and has the sanc- 
tion of names that will give it significance and 
importance throughout the Union.

correspondent inquires as to what causes tho 
high pticcsof piovislotib', which, as he BaySj now' 
occasion a great deal of pullering among those 
who work for their living in this city and ollnu 
largo towns, and who would be glad to have 
that living such as every honest and industrioils 
laborers fairly entitled to. Our correspondent 
inf(uirca whether tho present high prices are not 
owing to tlie fact that speculators bought up all 
the provisions lust fall .and winter? Very likely 
they did this—but so it will be every fall and 
winter, and we sec no icasou why men ehould 
not gamble with HonrJ or potatoes, or butter, for 
stakes as well IH fancy stocks in Wall-st. The 
law of demand and supply must nile the pticca 
of food as well as of other things. 
If moru pro- 


visions were pioduced, tho prices would be less, 
nnd there would be more dilHcully in buying up 
nnd controlling the market. Wo have too ma- 
ny consumers for tho piodueers, anil w«y hope 
tho ditllculty of getting food will diivc some 
thousands of them to the country to cultivate 
the millions of \unlo, lich acres, nnd grow their 
own provisions, and thun they will have no oc- 
casion to grumble at high piicW. 


Our correspondent -I'mllier inquires if the 


ImnKs do not aid and encourage these piovision 
fipccuUtors by loans upon long time 1 That is 
possible enough; but on the-othur hand, do not 
limners encourage tho banks by putting their 
moiusy in their stocks .instead of putting it in 
improvements on their farms HO as to make 
more produce at loss prices and bettor profits 
than they do now ? . What if all the farin pro- 
duce we cat wore grown by tho me of tlfe" hot; 
nlonc, ns many crops are in South Cniuliiin and 
the lower pint of ("icorgia? Would il mil be 
even higher than it now N, with all tho aid of 
banks and speculator's piicc.s?

WHKAT is TIIK GKXKSEK COUSTUY.—The Ro- 


chester American speaks somewhat desponding- 
ly of tho wheat crop in the Geneseo country, 
h'aving learned "from an intelligent gentleman 
who bus just passed thtough Ontario, Livings- 
ton and a part of Monroe counties, that all late 
sown wheat looks very badly and will not yield 
over some ten bushels to the acre. This par- 
tial failure is ascribed to winter-killing and the 
severe weather that occurred in the last half of 
the month of March. The wheat fly, called 
" weevil1! i.s at wotk; and 1ms alarmed many far- 
mers.

justice amT judge of'the superior court of .the 
state have been elected, numerous other inferior 
offices tilled, bunks chartered, a Manic law pass- 
ed'; above all, Connecticut has sppken fn a loud 
ami-indignant tone against the perpetration of 
the Nebraska iniquity. A bill to repeal the act 
allowing temporary residents in Connecticut to 
retain their slaves, was'rejected by tho house of 
representatives on Friday, by a vote of (58 to 99.

A SIGNIFICANT MOVEMENT.—The call for an 


anti-Nebraska state convention in New York, 
noticed yesterday, is one of the most significant 
movements of the day. 
It is issued over the 


names of such men as Moses H. (Irinnell, AVC. 
Flagg, W. 0? Bryant, MinthoVnTompkins, John 
A. and Charles King, Joseph and G. W. Blunt, 
David Lord, II. Ward Hccchcr, and others 
equally well known, who have been prominent 
for years in the different pat tics existing in the 
country. It is also endorsed by leading mem- 
bers of all the old political organisations. 


The objects avowed in the call are: 
For the protection of tho free states from 


southern aggression nnd northern treachery; 
. For the recovery of the- rights of tho free 
states ns tin integral part of the Union; and 


•For the rescue of tho general government from 


th'j control of tho slave power. 


As a means of accomplishing these, objects, 


the following topics are suggested foi the con- 
sideration of the convention: 


First. Tho propriety of convening a congress 


of delegates from all the free states and territo- 
ries, and from such portions of the slave states 
as sympathize with the objects proposed for con- 
sideration in the'generul cull of this convention. 


Second. The necessity of thorough prepara- 


tion for the fall elections, that none may be sent 
to the congress of the United States, except 
those who can be relied on for a firm and un- 
flinching opposition to the designs and cnroach- 
ments of the slave representation. 


T/iird. The best method of permanently re- 


stricting the institution of elavcty to the limits 
prescribed by tho Missouri compromise, and the 
absolute and complete release of the people of 
the free states from nny participation in or re- 
sponsibility for its longer existence. 


This cull contemplates a thorough fusion of 


parties for a specific purpose, and has the sanc- 
tion of names that will give it significance and 
importance throughout the Union^ It is not 
liable to the objection and little subject to the 
hazards of a mere coalition of two or more par- 
ties in the minority against a dominant party ; 
but involves, if successful,—and the auspices 
and circumstances under which it is ushered in- 
to being pcems'ari absolute warrantee of success, 
—a subversion of all-old organisations, and the 
ic-colistructton of portions nl least of each in- 


:ska territory.
